CANADA THISTLES. 


J. K. V/oodward, 
of Lockport, New 


York, gives the following account of his 
method of killing Canada thistles, ono of 
the greatest pests which the farmer has 
to encounter, and ono which is slowly but 
surely creeping in upon our Khodo [slaud 
farmers. Hcsays:—"Canada thistloslmve 
long underground steins or root-stocks, 
nearly devoid of roots. 
These root-stocks 


store up nourishment during the latter 
part of the summer and fall for pushing 
the upright growth in the spring from the 
eyes. The spring growth is mostly foil 
from the 
' ' 


cuts 
will follow, and so on with several times 
plowing. 
If we let the plants grow un- 


til near flowering time, the root stocks 
will be nearly exhausted. 
I kill the this- 


tles without the loss of a crop as follows: 
—Have the land rich, if possible, at least 
have it well seeded to clover and with lop 
dressing with plaster or ashes, or by 
some means, got as good growth to tho 
clover as possible. 
As soon as the eiover 


is in full bloom, and hero and there a 
thistle shows a blossom, mow aud make 
the crop, 
thistles and all into hay. 


Thistles make good hay at tin's tim'o. 
After mowing, apply a little plaster to 
quickly start the growth of clover. 
Ton 


will liud this to eome much quicker than 
the thistles. 
AH soon ns the clover has n. 


good start, from July 20 to August .'. 
plow down, being careful to plow all th 
land and to fully cover all growth. 
The 


roll down and harrow at once, so as t 
covor every thistle entirely up.

this, and they will look pale and weak 
When they do show, cultivate thoroltghh 
with a cultivator having broad, sharj 
teeth so as to cut every one off under tin 
ground. In two days go over With a shar] 
hoe and cut off any that may have oscapet 
the cultivator.

freezing up.

have a right to make a noise that disturbs 
the neighborhood, Just now the contro- 
versy has broken out anew in Now York 
where the great bell of a Protestant Epis- 
copal church JB complained of as a nui- 
sauco liy the wealthy residents of UK lo- 
cality.

before a judicial tribunal, aud it remains 
to be seen if the decision in New York 
will agree with thai iu Philadelphia.

They know when to start

as prompt in arriving at the lecture, the 
ipera, mid the theatre which souuds no 
jong, as at the elinrch that rings its 
great bell. It is plain that church bells 
lannot be justified as a necessity on the 


>art of the worshippers, either in form or 
pirit. 


It may be true and doubtless is so, thai 


they sometimes prove a great annoyance 
to nervous persons and sick persons re- 
siding in the immediate vicinity. 
Iu such 


cases it is a fair question as to whether 
they ought to be rung. The church cer- 
tainly, in its divine mission, should bring 
blessings to all und sorrows to none. 


But as a matter of sentiment we should 


greatly dislike the suppression, of the 
church going boll. 
At a suitable distance 


it is indeed a pleasant sound, except when 
several, set to different keys, ring at the 
same moment. Then foul discord IK in- 
troduced, aud all who hear are made 
worse instead of better. 
The ringing of 


church or any other bells for an hour at 
a time, on public occasions, is nn unmiti- 
gated nuisance, and ought to be sup- 
pressed.

OSCAR WILDE'S IDEA. 


The Philadelphia Tiinctf of Thuraluy 


gives the following account of ulecture by 
0«ear Wilde iy. tliat city:— 


With the Htuideuttflu* 
of apparition 


•Ownr Wilde Appeared before (he audience 
ut Ahsocmtion hall yosterday afternoon, 
the knuckles of his left hand planted 
under life floating ribs, bin too awfully 
hairy head fixed in a majestic point), look- 
ing for all the world the perfect embodi- 
ment of an electrified Kovonteeutb century 
Jigure. 
Standing thtw, in bin black velvet 


jacket and kueo brccchtw and nilk Ktocfc- 
ings, with a crusade of luce falling over 
his palpitating chest, the nevoml hundred 
ladies preueut and KCOI-O or more men scru- 
tinized him,from his No. 3 patent leathern 
to the "cowlick" on the left of his 
plumb-centre part in his hair, 
aw if he 


wan a piece of antiquity suddenly revived. 
The fiiwl thing the twithcliu did wiv; to 
sei/.o a very ordinary white stone pitcher 
by the handle and pour into a common- 
place Hint-gloss tumbler about two gills 
of simple Sclmylkill water, which ho ab- 
sorbed in the course of tho afternoon in 
two very healthy-gulps. 
During this lit- 


tle performance the ladies Imd time to 
twist the corners of their mouth" down 
and compose themselves for the talk on 
"The practical application 
of. the prin- 


ciples of the iosiheiii! theory to the exte- 
rior and interim1 house decoration, with 
observations upon dress and personal or- 
naments." 


Tho lecture throughout was Jin argu- 


ment for the lulvftiicomentof artistic taste 
in the artisan and the inculcation of u 
love for the beautiful .in children. 
Sir. 


Wilde contended, that the surroundings 
of handicraftsmen should bo cheerful; 
that schools and museums of decorative 
art should be open to them mid the rising 
generation, and the result in Him would 
be apparent in the homes of all classes 
and in the higher taste of the people. 
He showed the difference between true 
decorative and imaginative art and gave 
some very pat examples of his meaning. 
He 
said 
he 
had 
seen 
moonlight 


scenes painted on dinner plates? and the 
sun beaming on decorated saucers, but 
the moonlight scene did net make the. 
roast ducks any the more palatable, and 
the idea of the sun going down to the 
handmaid twice a day to be scoured was 
not cheerful to contemplate. 
While be 


gave out the idea .that be was greatly 
charmed with this country, Mr. Wilde 
saw many ''dreadful" things during his 
travels. 
After he hail mounted the hills 


that surround Cincinnati and seen the 
cloud pf "dreadful",grime that overhung 
the city lie was sorry that he had lectured 
there on art. The gorgeous display of 
colors and gilt and looking-glasses in the 
hotels was "dreadful" to him, while the 
cups from which he was compelled to sip 
his chocolate and coffee, if not im inch 
and a quarter thick, were "dreadful." 


All this time, however, the disciple of 


Ruskiu was not standing with Iris knuckles 
of bifi left hand planted in the floating 
ribs of his left side. 
At dreadfully-fre- 


quent intervals he agitated the lace ut his 
wrists with a gentle wave of the hand and 
(lung his weight on his right adolescent 
leg; then again he fronld toy with his 
watch-fob with his right baud and thrust 
the other under the flaps of bis velvet 
coat-tail. 
Mr. Wilde poked fun at the 


"dreadful" funeral urn which decorates 
the American cast-iron parlor stove ; con- 
demned .the pursuit of the "dreadful" 
fashion 
plates; 
threw 
his oratorical 


weight on the cart-wheel bonnet and 
smashed" it. and set the ladies in a giggle 
with 
his 
picture 
of 
the 
modern 


dress of combinations and flounces. Tfe 
contended that the paintings of Gains- 
borough and Sir Joshua Reynolds gave a 
true idea of the art in dress drapery and 
urged Uie necessity of a reformation in 
this direction. 
His argument was in fa- 


vor of educating the poorer people to a 
better appreciation of the beautiful in 
this world: consequently he thought the 
articles of daily use should be made at- 
tractive. 
The wealthy, he said, would 


pillage thfi old world for rich, wares and 
artistic formations, but the person in me- 
dium cireumstances could have them as 
well if the artisaus of the present 
day- 


were properly taken in hand. The lecture 
was listened 
to attentively by a not 


lesthetic-looliing audience. 
At its close 


Mr. Wilde's long, limber, sable legs took 
him off the stage, bis flowing locks flut- 
tering over his ears, in a twinkling. 


The Chinese are helping the Motho-'- 


dists in Chicago. 
A church was in debt, 


and an orchestra of converted Chinamen 
volunteered to give a concert. 
The en- 


tertainment drew §260, and the musicians 
refused with scorn to oven accept the 
payment of their car fares. 
Nor was the 


music altogether an infliction, fora piano 
and flute were used, as well as one-string 
fiddles and gongs.
